A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yamada et al. 

Yamada discloses in fig 2 an inductive probe (2-3) with a probe tip, a drive coil (5) and 
pickup coils (6, 6"). An^ power source (1) drives the drive coil. Means (10-12) detect the 
output of the pickup coils and means (2) modify the amplitude of the current provided to the drive 
coil. The preamble in claim 17 is considered only a statement of intended use and lend no 
patentable weight to the claim. 

3. Claims 2-12, 14 16 and 19-25 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
